Temperatures ranged from 1 degree below normal to 9 degrees 

above normal. Weekly precipitation ranged from 0 to 2.28 inches. 

Abnormally dry conditions continued this past week in many areas 

of the state, according the U.S. Drought Monitor.  In some counties, 

crops were impacted by hot, dry conditions such as strawberries 

while other crops, like corn, benefited from humidity.  Where dry 

conditions were prevalent, some corn curled and soybeans were 

also impacted.  Wheat harvest began along with blueberries.  The 

second cutting of hay hasn’t started as strong as the first cut. Long 

Island vineyard crews tucked shoots into catch wires, hedged, and 

thinned clusters.

Broome County; Maria Heath: 

Another 3/4 inch of rain fell in parts of the county others got a 

trace. Strawberries are done. The extreme heat spoiled many of 

them. Hot humid weather has helped the corn a lot. 

 

Cayuga County; Colleen Cargile, Cayuga County FSA: 

The hot, dry weather pattern has continued this past week. Some 

parts of the county were lucky to get some rain from passing 

thunderstorms, but other parts of the county weren't so lucky and 

are definitely in need of some rain. Despite the dry weather, the 

crops seem to be growing quite well. 

 

Genesee/ Niagara/ Orleans Counties; Nathan R Herendeen: 

Weather continued to be dry. Only 0.1” to 0.2” of rain last week 

in Niagara & Orleans. It was not enough to do any good. Late soy 

and corn that came up spotty is not any better. Wheat harvest 

starting seriously today. Yields are already there, if they are there. 

Grain fill may have been impacted by dry soils. Second cut 

alfalfa/grass yields were down. Grass and clover regrowth hay is 

very limited. Rains have all been in the south. 

 

Livingston County; Dean R Pendergast: 

Crops have advanced well with recent rains providing much 

needed moisture. Wheat harvest is set to begin. 

 

Oneida County; Devon Kenny: 

Conditions are still very dry throughout the county. Corn is 

beginning to curl and second cutting has not been as productive as 

first. Strawberries are finished and blueberries are beginning. 

 

Ontario County; Joann Rogers, County Executive Director 

FSA: 

Most of Ontario County is in need of some rain and on the US 

drought monitor we’ve been listed as abnormally dry. Wheat 

harvest has begun and hay harvest continues. 

 

Suffolk County; Alice V Wise: 

In Long Island vineyards, crews are tucking shoots into catch 

wires to maintain an upright canopy, hedging excess shoot 

growth, and thinning excess clusters.
